OUT OF CONTROL 


Arrest after driver crashes into cyclist and salon with children in car

A woman has been arrested for 
allegedly hitting a cyclist with her 
car before ploughing into a hair¬ 
dressers - with five children inside 
the vehicle. 

Police believe the alleged road 
rage crash in Park Road, Kingston, 
at about 6pm on Saturday, hap¬ 
pened after a “heated argument” 
between the driver of a white Audi 


Q7 and a cyclist. 

The driver is alleged to have hit 
the cyclist, who witnesses claimed 
was autistic and wearing a badge 
notifying road users of his condi¬ 
tion, before smashing through the 
front window of the Park Salon, 
which had only closed half an hour 
before the accident. 

A car and van were also damaged. 

A spokesman for the Metropolitan 
Police said: “At this early stage, of¬ 
ficers believe there had been a heat¬ 
ed argument between the cyclist 
and the driver while both were sta¬ 


tionary. During the course of the 
dispute, the cyclist kicked the car. 

“The woman drove away and was 
in collision with the cyclist and 
then the shop. 

“Enquiries continue to establish 
the full circumstances.” 

Several witnesses said there were 
five children inside the Audi at the 
time of the crash. 

Daniel Fowler, who runs an up¬ 
holstery business behind Park 
Salon and owns the van damaged in 
the accident, said: “I turned up an 
hour afterwards because I got the 


call my van had been hit. 

“It sounds like she’s hit the 
cyclist, then another car, which has 
nudged my van, then gone into the 
hairdressers. 

“There were kids in the car, and 
half an hour before you had people 
in the hairdressers.” 

Sean Morris, who lives nearby, 
said: “Apparently there was an ar¬ 
gument just out the front [of Short- 
lands Road], 

“There was a bit of a set to. Then 
there was this massive noise. It’s 
amazing it wasn’t more serious. 


“There were five kids in the car 
and the salon had only just closed.” 

This week the damaged Park 
Salon window - where customers 
would normally sit - was being held 
up by scaffolding poles. 

No one from the salon was avail¬ 
able for comment. 

The cyclist was taken to hospital 
with cuts to his arm, but was dis¬ 
charged later that same day. 

A 30-year-old woman has been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of attempted 
grievous bodily harm and bailed 
until September.

Evergreens ‘turning 
browner by the day’

A set of “hardy” trees planted on 
the controversial Tolworth 
Greenway appear to be on their 
last legs - just six months after 
the regeneration scheme was 
completed. 

The Italian cypresses, planted 
near the roundabout as part of 
the £3.1m scheme, appeared 
threadbare and unhealthy last 
week. 

Surbiton firefighter Simon 
Jakeman, a Green Party candi¬ 
date in the recent local elections, 
said: “It’s really sad to see ever¬ 
green trees in such a sad state, 


turning browner by the day. 

“The right trees would have re¬ 
duced air pollution and reduced 
the heat effect from all that con¬ 
crete in the summer.” 

Despite the recent wet weather, 
Alexandra ward’s newly elected 
Conservative Party Councillor 
Ian George suggested the trees 
might not be getting enough 
water and were likely to die soon. 

A gardening website described 
the ornamental trees as “hardy” 
and “drought tolerant”. 

Surbiton resident Jane Grove, 
who travels through the Green¬ 
way every day, said: “Whatever 
they do to Tolworth, they always 
seem to make a mess of it. This 
scheme was dubbed the Green¬ 
way, and we were expecting a 


nice boulevard of trees - instead 
we get a few spindly saplings and 
some incongruous trees, which 
have been neglected and left to 
die. Surely, after all the money 
that they have spent on the 
Greenway, they could at least 
take the time to look after it?” 

Tolworth and Hook Rise Liber¬ 
al Democrat Councillor Vicki 
Harris said: “It is one of the 
things on my list to chase up. If 
they have not been maintained 
and they’re dying, then they will 
have to be replaced.” 

Despite the fact several trees 
look to be in decline, a council 
spokesman said only one tree 
was in poor health. 

He said: “The contractor is nur¬ 
turing it to bring it back to life.” 
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Woman aims to raise awareness of living with an incurable disease 

‘Now I can hardly walk’

A woman who has been told 
her rare skin disease will 
eventually kill her has 
called for more funding for 
research into the condition. 

Lynn Ottaway, 55, said she 
has already paid for her own 
funeral, having had sclero¬ 
derma diagnosed in 2006 - an 
incurable illness which 
hardens the skin and inter¬ 
nal organs. 

In 2012 she was told that 
she would have only two 
more years to live. 

Two years on the former 
care worker is still alive, de¬ 
spite the illness taking away 
75 per cent of her lung func¬ 
tion and leaving her with 
skin so tight it flakes and 
cracks, leaving bare flesh. 

This month is scleroderma 
awareness month and Miss 
Ottaway, of Anglesea Road, 
Kingston, said: “I have 


already paid for my funeral. 

“I have got it and there’s 
nothing I can do about it. 

“If I didn’t have that atti¬ 
tude I would not be here 
today. I know I will go down¬ 
hill very quickly. I do have to 
keep my chin up.” 

Miss Ottaway’s quality of 
life has changed dramatical¬ 
ly since her first diagnosis. 

She said: “I used to cycle 
six days a week, morning 
and evening, through rain or 
snow. Now I can hardly 
walk. 

“My lungs are rock hard. 
My skin gets so tight. My 
feet are like claws, I can’t 
open them anymore. 

“I would not wish this on 
anybody. It’s like turning 
your body into stone. 

“I can’t do anything. I can’t 
work. I can’t really make 
dinner. I can’t touch any¬ 
thing hot. My life is nothing 
compared to what it used to 
be. 

“I want people to know 
how devastating it is. 


The pros and cons of 
more student housing 


The spectre of more student 
housing in Kingston brought 
so many residents to a plan¬ 
ning hearing Kingston Council 
workers had to find extra 
chairs to accommodate them. 

Flats for 140 students in High 
Street could still be built de¬ 
spite being refused by council¬ 
lors in January, and about 30 
residents of South Lane and 
surrounding roads descended 
on Guildhall to put across 
their views. 

Real estate investors Enstar 
Capital have appealed the 
councillors’ decision and the 
Planning Inspectorate held a 
hearing on Tuesday last week 
to gather more evidence. 

Guildhall staff, surprised by 
the level of interest in the ap¬ 
peal, had to run out of the 
chamber to find more seating 
for the public. 

The assembled heard archi¬ 
tect Piers Gough, a Royal Aca¬ 
demician and CBE, describe 
his design for a new building to 
replace Swan House in High 
Street as an attractive “south¬ 
ern gateway approach” to 
Kingston along the 
Portsmouth Road. 

He said: “It, I think, is a 
building which suggests the 
celebration of its location 
more than its neighbours.” 


But Milner Road resident 
Manoj Damodar, 40, said he 
worried about the impact the 
influx of 140 students would 
have on the area. 

He said: “I’m not sure of 
how much value is going to get 
assigned to the views of the 
residents. 

“There was a lot of discus¬ 
sion of the character in terms 
of how it looks. But there’s 
also the character of the area - 
that comes from the type of 
people that live there. It’s a 
very family area.” 

Another resident called the 
proposed building a “mon¬ 
strosity”, and received a ripple 
of applause when he sat back 
down. 

When the council first con¬ 
sulted residents and others on 
the plans, Kingston University 
opposed the creation of more 
studio flats, saying it preferred 
cluster arrangements. 

Kingston police had said 
they were concerned about 
more people living in the river¬ 
side area and a possible rise in 
disorder. 

Planning inspector Sukie 
Tamplin is expected to issue a 
decision - in the same process 
the Seething Wells filter beds 
underwent - in about six 
weeks’ time.

The popular restaurant 
chain is hoping to open a new 
branch at 197-199 High Street 
- the unit overlooking the 
Fountain roundabout former¬ 
ly occupied by Dreams bed 
shop. 

Planners have applied to 
change the building from 
a retail site to a restaurant, 
and unless objections were re¬ 
ceived ahead of the Maidens 
and Coombe neighbourhood 
meeting on June 11 - after this 
newspaper went to press - the 
decision will be made by offi¬ 
cers under delegated powers.

A cool car in the driveway can 
clinch that all-important sale 



Forget freshly mowed lawns, clean 
windows and a new paint job, ap¬ 
parently it's a premium car on the 
driveway that will help sell your 
home fast. 

As the property market heats 
up, the survey of 2,000 people 
from Avis Car Rental uncovered 
that more than a third of London¬ 
ers (39 per cent) think having a 
flashy set of wheels parked on the 
driveway would increase a proper¬ 
ty's value. 

Parking a luxurious car on the 
driveway adds an average of 
£5,100 to the asking price in Lon¬ 
don. 

More than half (55 per cent) of 
Londoners admitted they would 
take notice of a high-end car 
parked on the driveway when 
going to view a prospective home 
and that it would give them the 
impression that it's a desirable 
area to live in (34 per cent), a safe 
neighbourhood (26 per cent) and 


that house prices are likely to in¬ 
crease in the area (18 per cent). 

FAKING IT 

Nearly a fifth (17 per cent) of 
Londoners have considered hiring 
or borrowing a luxury car to park 
outside their home when putting 
it on the market, with eight per 
cent admitting to having hired a 
luxury car in the past to make the 
ultimate first impression with 
prospective buyers. 

With the housing market boom¬ 
ing and average house prices in 
the UK soaring by 9.1 per cent in 
the last 12 months, the trend of 
hiring or borrowing a desirable car 
to park on the driveway to add 
kerb appeal has mainly been 
adopted by young professionals, 
with 18 per centof 18-24 year olds 
admitting to doing so. 

According to the Avis study, peo¬ 
ple in Swansea are the most likely 
to hire a car to add value to their 


homes (18 per cent) followed by 
those in Leeds and London, both 
17 percent). 

THE RIGHT MODEL 

Luxury car brands including 
Mercedes (42 per cent), BMW (40 
per cent) and Audi (16 per cent) 
top the list of vehicles to park out¬ 
side the front door in 


London, with convertibles (32 per 
cent) proving the most popular 
vehicle type, followed by 4x4s (24 
per cent) and saloons (20 per 
cent). Women are more likely to 
opt for convertible types to make 
the ultimate impression with 
prospective buyers whereas men 
favour saloons. 


The stay-at-home generation 


A fifth of parents who moved in 
the last six months wanted a 
bigger home in the expectation 
their children will live with them 
until their late 20s. 

The Home Movers Study was 
carried out by Royal Mail which 
also found almost half (47 per 
cent) of homeowners inter¬ 
viewed said they waited longer 
than they wanted for the move. 

The biggest factor chosen was 
a shortage of properties to meet 
their needs (35 per cent). Only 
15 per cent blamed the high 
cost of the next property on the 
housing ladder for slowing 
down their move. 

Most homeowners (79 per 



cent) are pleased with their new 
property. However, almost twice 
as many Londoners (five per 
cent) as the national average 
(three per cent) are disappoint¬ 
ed, blaming competition for 
property for putting them under 
pressure to buy.
